Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday, the Tenth day of 
March, 1987, polls to open at one o'clock in the afternoon and will not close before six o'clock in 
the afternoon in said Town Hall, to act on Article 1, the remaining articles to be considered at 
seven-thirty o'clock in the evening. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Forty-Three 
Thousand Five Hundred Eighty-Six Dollars ($48,586.00) as may be necessary to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year. All items marked by an asterisk are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Thousand 
Eight Hundred Dollars ($4,800.00) to defray the Town’s share of the cost of using the Lisbon 
Dump. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three Thousand 
Dollars ($3,000.00) which will be paid to the Town of Lisbon for Lyman’s proportional share of 
engineering fees and monitoring wells for the Lisbon Area Dump. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($2,500.00) to be placed in the Town’s Capital Reserve Fund for dump 
closure. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred 
Twenty-Six Dollars ($126.00) to contribute to a Regional Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
Project. This program will provide for the proper disposal of hazardous household products 
which are corrosive, toxic reactive, and/or flammable, including household cleaners, paint 
products, pesticide and herbicides and the like. Subject to adequate funding, collection will take 
place by June 30, 1987. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) for maintenance of the Town Cemeteries. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ninety-Two 
Thousand Eight Hundred Ninety-Six Dollars and Five Cents ($92,896.05) for highway 
maintenance and equipment for the Highway Department. All items marked by a cross in the 
budget are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to expend the 1986 
annual net highway budget surplus on gravel to improve our graveled roads. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to expend Twenty-Five Thousand Dollars 
($25,000.00) from the Capital Reserve Fund for the Highway Equipment for a used grader. This 
figure to be supplemented by the trade-in from the Town’s present grader. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to transfer Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) from the 1986 annual net budget surplus into the Capital Reserve 
Fund established for the purpose of highway equipment. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to transfer any 1986 
annual net budget surplus into this years budget as a revenue item to reduce taxes. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Four Hundred 
Dollars ($400.00) to defray the Town’s share of operating expenses of the New Hampshire 
Municipal Association. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred 
Fourteen Dollars ($314.00) to defray the Town’s share of operation expenses for the North 
Country Council. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow monies from 
time to time for current indebtedness of the Town for the ensuing year in anticipation of taxes to 
be collected for the year 1987 and paid therefrom. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept and 
expend money from State, Federal, or other governmental unit or private source which become 
available during the year in accordance with the procedures set forth in R.S.A. 31:95-B 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell and dispose of any real 
estate acquired by tax deed, by advertised seal bid only. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand 
Dollars ($2,000.00) as compensation for the Tax Collector. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to receive part 
payments of real estate taxes for any year in the sum of Ten Dollars ($10.00) or a multiple of ten, 
pursuant to the provisions of R.S.A. 80:52-A. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town shall adopt the provisions of R.S.A. 72:1-C which authorizes 
any town or city to elect not to assess, levy and collect a resident tax. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($55,000.00) to make renovations to the Town Hall and highway garage. 


ARTICLE 22. If the forgoing Article 21 is adopted, to see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to borrow on the credit of the Town the sum of money so raised and 
appropriated and for the purpose in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance 
Act or any other enabling authority, delegating to the Board of Selectmen the discretion of fixing 
the date, maturities, denominations, the interest rate, or discount rate or notices providing for 
the sale thereof. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) for the operation of the Town Police Department. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand 
One Hundred Fifty Dollars ($2,150.00) for the Health Department. All items marked by a dash 
in the budget are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will authorize the hiring of a part-time Administrative 
Assistant to the Selectmen and the Planning Board at a salary of Six Thousand Dollars 
($6,000.00) per year. The responsibilities of the Administrative Assistant will be to assist the 
Selectmen in duties concerning Town management, such as budget preparations, correspond- 
ence, researching tax problems, notices/publications and updating Town records and statistics. 
The Administrative Assistant will also help the Planning Board research proposed subdivisions, 
aid in the arrangement of hearings, and will help prepare the masterplan. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Town’s representatives to the 
General Court to take all necessary measures to insure that no low level radioactive waste from 
the Seabrook Nuclear Plant shall be stored or disposed of within this Town unless and until the 
proposed site of the proposed storage or disposal has been approved by the voters of the Town at 
the annual Town Meeting by written ballot. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to amend 3.05 of the “Lyman Subdivision 
Regulations” on fees to read: A fee of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) for the first lot plus Twenty-Five 
Dollars ($25.00) for each additional lot to cover notice, administrative, inspection and 
registration costs shall be filed with the Secretary of the Lyman Planning Board and is a 
required part of the completed application. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 601 of the “Lyman Zoning 
Ordinances” on lot size to read: Each Lot shall be a minimum of 90,000 square feet and the width 
to depth ratio of the lot shall not exceed 1 to 4. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 4.11 of the “Lyman Subdivision 
Regulations” to read: Every lot in a proposed subdivision shall front a Class V road. If any 
proposed lot does not access a Class V road, the subdivider must submit to the Planning Board a 
plan to improve or construct an access road in accordance with specifications set down in 
Sections 4.22 through 4.31 of these regulations. Upon approval of the plan by the Board, the 
Subdivider will implement the agreed-upon changes before subdivision approval. 


ARTICLE 30. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, and officers, heretofore 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 31. To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The accounting policies of the Town of Lyman conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles LO ween. 
governmental units except as indicated hereinafter. The 


following is a summary of significant accounting policies. 


Basis of Accounting 

The!) accrual basis wie used efor salt fiduciary funds. 
Governmental funds utilize the modified accrual basis whereby 
revenues are recorded when measurable and available. 
Expenditures are recorded when the liability is incurred 
(accrual basis) except: 


a. Disbursements for inventory items (material and 
supplies) are considered expenditures at the time 
of purchase. 


Ds Prepaid expenses are not normally recorded. 


Crs Interest on long-term debt is recorded as an 
expenditure when due. 


General Fixed Assets 

Fixed assets acquired or constructed for general government 
services are recorded as expenditures in the fund making the 
expenditures. Funds used to acquire general fixed assets 
and/or debt service payments on borrowings in connection 
therewith are accounted for as expenditures in the year 
payments are made. Generally accepted accounting principles 
require that general fixed assets be capitalized and 
accounted for in a separate fixed asset group of accounts. 


Taxes Collected For Others 

The town collects taxes for the Lisbon Regional School 
District and Grafton County which are remitted to them as 
required by law. These funds are accounted for as agency 
funds. 


Inter-Fund Transactions 

During the course of normal operations, the Town has 
Transactions between funds including expenditures and 
transfers of resources to provide services. The accompanying 
governmental and fiduciary funds financial statements reflect 
such transactions as transfers.

PROPERTY TAXES 


Annually, the Town establishes and amount for abatements, 


discounts and refunds of property tax revenues known. as 
overlay. All abatements, discounts and refunds are charged 
to overlay. 


As prescribed by law, the Tax Collector sells at tax sale, 
all - uncollected property taxes in the following ‘year after 
taxes are due, where ‘applicable. The purchaser at tax sale 
has a priority tax lien on these properties and accrues 
interest a 18% per annum. Delinquent taxpayers must redeem 
property from tax sale purchasers. 


Property is sold to the party who will accept a lien for’ the 
least undivided interest in the property for payment of taxes 
and related cost due. If property is not redeemed within the 
two year redemption period, the property is deeded to the lien 
holder. 


PURPOSE OF FUNDS AND ACCOUNT GROUPS: 


The Town reports its activities in numerous individual funds 


to comply with the limitations and restrictions placed on 
both the resources made available to the Town and _ the 
services provided. Individual funds and account’ groups 
summarized in the accompanying financial statements are 
calssified as follows: 


A. Governmental Funds 
These funds are intended to provide recurring 
general services. They are controlled by a budget 
approved by the voters. 


General Fund- used to account for all revenues and 
expenditures which are not accounted for in other 
funds or account groups. 


Special Revenue Funds- used to account for specific 
restricted revenues and expenditures for various 
purposes. Receipts and expenditures of each fund 
are goverened by the terms of contractual 
agreements, statutes or local law. The Town 
accounts for the Revenue Sharing Fund and_ the 
Public Library Fund as Special Revenue Funds.

Littleton Hospital, founded as a community based not-for-profit institution, has been serving 
the health care needs of Lyman residents since 1906. The hospital today has a staff of fifty 
physicians with a multiplicity of specialties in an up-to-date acute care facility with fifty-four 
beds. 


The Hospital is committed to providing excellence in health care and containing the cost of 
patient care. It is governed by a Board of Trustees, elected by members of the community it 
serves, dedicated to caring for patients without regard to race, color, creed, age, sex, or the 
ability to pay. This past year, in fact, the hospital provided $340,476 in uncompensated care to 
the fifteen towns we serve. 


This year’s appropriations have been designated for our new Same-Day-Surgery Unit. This is 
a program of scheduled surgical procedures for patients who want the safety of a hospital setting 
and the quality care provided by a skilled medical staff, but medically do not require overnight 
hospitalization. 


It is estimated that approximately half of the hospital’s future surgical caseload will be 
handled on a same-day basis when the unit opens. 


Benefits to the patients will include.: 
@ The use of anesthetics which act rapidly and leave patients with minimal side effects. 


@ Sophisticated pain medication to reduce post-operative discomfort, eliminating the need 
to remain overnight. 


© Potential reduction or stabilization of patient’s medical bills by eliminating overnight 
hospitalization. 


@ Reduces time away from work. 


® Less stressful hospital experience, especially to young children and elderly patients, in 
that it lessens the amount of time spent away from home and family. 


Our request for your consideration of an appropriation of $500.00 is based historically upon the 
level of the Town of Lyman’s past support toward Littleton Hospital. Similar requests are being 
made to other area towns served by the hospital.

Final review of BCI’s report summarizing our findings of the hydrogeotechnical study 
conducted at the Lisbon Solid Waste Facility has not yet been completed by the New Hampshire 
Office of Solid Waste. However, they have stated that a minimum of four rounds of samples for 
each monitoring well will be required in 1987-88. Based upon cost estimates generated for the 
water quality parameters that will need to be analyzed, we expect that a minimum of $5,600 will 
have to be raised for next year (4 samples each/4 monitoring wells @ $350/sample). This will 
include labor and appropriate equipment to properly sample each well. This is twice the number 
of samples I had expected but as I have said before the State is getting much tougher on these 
landfill hydrostudies. You are fortunate to have the hydrostudy behind you at this point. 


You also requested information on what funds should be made available for next year for BCI 
to act as your consultant and liaison with the State. After long consideration of this figure and 
not exactly knowing how often we will be relied upon, we have decided that a figure of $2,500- 
3,500 would likely be adequate. This dollar figure is based on other similar projects and the level 
of effort that has been required of us. We hope you find this figure acceptable.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than normal. The two leading 
causes of forest fires were again children and fires kindled without written permission of a 
Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Contact your 
Forest Fire Warden for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State Forestry 
officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be violated, call 
your Forest Fire Warden. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax payment starting April 1, 
1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest landowners. Contact 
your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


We appreciate the opportunity to submit the following report in our continuing effort to 
directly communicate with our constituents, realizing your concerns and our accountability for a 
fiscally conservative budget. 


We have heard that budget message and continually strive to meet mandated and essential 
services in the most efficient and effective, yet economical manner possible. This has been 
reflected in tight county budgets the last two years, resulting in decreased county tax 
requirements. Some towns may have seen increased county taxes due to evaluation and 
apportionment formula used by the N.H. Department of Revenue Administration. However, 
public services at the county level still usually reflect more equitable distribution of tax dollars. 
County tax averages 6.2% of base property taxes. 


The county is facing the same problems in the insurance market as the towns. However, we 
have joined in the N.H. Municipal Association’s insurance programs for most coverage needs at 
reasonable cost. We shall also have to deal with the loss of Revenue Sharing funds in the next 
budget. 


It is too early to make a comprehensive report on the new welfare system under Senate Bill-1. 
We do know that with the change in program liabilities, county costs will substantially increase, 
and towns should realize a decrease in welfare assistance payments. County focus under SB-1 is 
to serve the needs of the children, the elderly and disabled. Because the north country is growing 
with changing needs, growth in the elderly population, and expanded service requirements, we 
must look to the future to meet those needs. 


The House of Correction occupancy figures have grown dramatically due to week-end 
sentencing, new DWI laws, and continuous one year sentencing to avoid incarceration at state 
prison, causing overcrowding at the Correctional facility. One option now under consideration is 
the construction of a two story dormitory type addition for 30 beds. The result would be a net 
increase of 18 beds meeting space standards under a plan in line with previous jail study 
recommendations, and at far less cost than a new facility. 


The farm continues to be self-supporting, provides work for inmates, and offers access for 
experimental projects. The Register of Deeds net profit margin is 3.6% of county revenues. The 
Sheriff’s Department provides essential services in transport, superior court, dispatch, and other 
law enforcement activities, with increased revenue in fees. The Nursing Home is one of the finest 
in the state. 


We are proud of our county; of the dedicated staff, exemplary services and high standard 
facilities. 


Commissioners meet weekly, and encourage public attendance. We welcome facility tours. 
Our thanks and appreciation to all.

Within the last year, NHMA’s staff has significantly changed with a new Legal Counsel, 
Communications/Research Director, Finance Management Specialist and Municipal Risk 
Manager as well as several new support staff. With extensive computerization, NHMA is 
prepared to serve members for the future as it’s Executive Committee plans now for new 
quarters in 1988 to invest its current rental dollars in a permanent local government center.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL ANNUAL REPORT 


Calendar year 1986 was a busy and productive year for the North Country Council as it 
continued to provide a wide range of assistance to towns and cities in the North Country. 


The Council is a regional non-profit, public agency chartered under NH RSA 36:45 and is 
responsible for providing its member communities assistance in local community planning, 
economic development, solid waste, transportation, and various other community services. 
Besides the direct assistance the Council provides each member community, it is an advocate for 
all North Country towns in legislative and funding issues at the state and federal governments. 


Growth and development is no longer unique to southern New Hampshire; North Country 
towns are experiencing similar growth pressures. The Council recognizes the impacts associated 
with this development to schools, roads, waste disposal, water, etc. The Council is dedicated to 
assisting town officials with these complicated issues. Because most of the Council member 
towns do not have a staff of their own to do the research, answer the questions and respond to 
incoming requests, the Council has revised the way we help member towns. Now, each town has 
a staff person assigned to assist the local officials of that town with their daily needs. In this way, 
the Council serves its membership more efficiently. 


In Lyman, we advised the Town on the Natural Resources Chapter of the Master Plan and 
provided computerized tax billing services to the community. 


Economic Development is an important part of the Council’s overall agency mission. This year 
the Council developed two marketing products; a regional brochure promoting the region and 
community profiles which the ten growth communities in the region are using to market their 
industrial development potential. The Council also produced a series of magazine advertise- 
ments, along with a display at the Eastern States Exposition, promoting the North Country as 
the sensible place to do business. The Council is now developing a workshop series on industrial 
development marketing for local officials in the region who are actively seeking economic 
development. 


This past summer the Council co-sponsored the very successful North Country legislative tour. 
Over 285 legislators and their guests toured the North Country getting a glimpse of the life, 
economy, and culture that makes our region unique. A follow-up legislative reception was held in 
December to develop a legislative agenda for 1987. The tour and reception should have future 
beneficial legislative impact to the North Country. 


The Council again provided information and guidance to several towns on federal and state 
grant and loan programs. This past year saw the Council administer over $3.0 million in 
Community Development Block Grant funds. The funds cover such activities as housing 
rehabilitation, downtown revitalization, business revolving loan funds, and housing 
rehabilitation feasibility studies. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and improvement in local 
land use controls. New state mandated and commerical and residential growth in several towns 
have created busy work loads for planning boards. The Council’s assistance takes many forms: 
regional workshops, newsletters, regulation review and update, and assistance on a regular or 
one-time basis for subdivision and site plan applications. 


The Council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture series with the NH Municipal 
Association. The Law Lecture this year covered such topics as local planning board procedures, 
administration and enforcement of ordinances and review of recent court cases and state law 
changes regarding local land use planning. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Country towns in solving local and 
regional problems. We rely on and appreciate the involvement of town officials and residents and 
look forward to assisting your town this coming year.
